1 DON'T know what the reader's notion 
of novels is; but I am well aware that the 


generality of people hold them in great 


contempt, and perhaps few deride them 
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| 3 
more than thoſe who read them moſt.— 
This is ſtrange; but there is one thing 
yet more ſtrange, and that is, that thoſe 
who have for a ſeries of years conſtantly 


and avowedly deſpiſed this ſpecies of com- 
poſition, ſhould 1n the end fit down to the 


very work. Such was the caſe with Jean 
Jacques Roufleau, and with lord Boling- 
broke the ſame, who wrote a romance in 
folio called Partheniſſa“. 

All this would ſeem to vindicate novel- 
writing; but it certainly does not. Good 
novel- writing needs no vindication; the 
bad can bear none: and it is the rare ap- 


pearance of the former, joined to the con- 


tinual influx of the latter, that has brought 


this branch of literature into ſuch merited

It is further very probable, that a cor- 


reſpondence was either carried on, or im- 


practicable, from an obſervation made by 


Mr. Bryant, that © in the converſation 


which was afterwards held between Pene- 


lope and Ulyſſes at their firſt interview, 


not the leaſt hint is given that ſhe had ever 
heard from him or the Grecian army fince 


his departure.“ Now, had it been poſ.

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If it could not be effected, it was natural 


enough for her not to ſay any thing about 


it. 

3. His objections on account of only one
